An item in the June 28, 1996 edition of the Sierra 
Madre News was helpful to me in deciding how to vote 
on Proposition FF, the Ordinance which would continue 


the 6% tax on consumer utilities. 

I will most certainly vote against it. 

The article, entitled “City ranks low in street mainte¬ 
nance per capita,” showed that for California govern¬ 
ments of its size. Sierra Madre spends less per capita on 
street maintenance than only 22% of the others, mcce for 
central administration than 68% of the others, and mcce 
for revenue and budget administration than 90% of the 
others! 

I would like to believe that I could rely on members 
of our City Council to be “watch dogs” over city man¬ 
agement and insure that Sierra Madre residents receive 
the most for our dollar, but unfortunately, this has not 
been the case. Due to city mismanagement we, the tax¬ 
payers, were called upon to bail it out with what was to 
be a one-time assessment, and a short term 6% utility tax. 

At that time citizens shared their concern that tradi¬ 
tionally once a tax is levied, it generally is not removed! 
The City Council assured taxpayers that this would not 
happen; the 6% utility tax would be only a short term 
levy to reduce the city’s deficit.

easier to increase revenue than reduce spending. Please, 
Mr. Whitcraft, regarding your questionnaire asking 
which departments would be cut without the tax (City 
Council meeting, Oct. 22), why do you suggest depart¬ 
ment rather than which single expenditure, more akin to 
a veto of a line item rather than the whole? 

We citizens are properly grateful for the efforts of our 
dedicated City Council. However, sometimes there are 
modes alternative to taxation for generating funds—spe¬ 
cial fundraising campaigns and events for the pool and 
ambulance, the library and fire department, and a truly 
creative plan to cover the water department shortage.

Monastery barriers 
update

believe it.” In response to the question of whether the 
utility tax simply meant the City would have to figure 
out a way to get by on less revenue, Latham responded, 
“It seems obvious to me. Let the City sell us a specific 
tax'-for a specific purpo^ and duration. They never- 
should have passed the original one without the people 
getting their say.” 

So, what DO the people say? Of people surveyed, 
58.8% claimed to be unfamiliar with Proposition FF; ei¬ 
ther entirely unaware of it, or having only seen the signs 
without knowing what they refer to. Only 41.2% of those 
contacted knew what the measure was about. Of those 
familiar with the measure, 40.8% were in favor of it, 
26.2% were opposed, and 33% remain undecided. Of 
those surveyed who were aware of and had an opinion 
on the issue, 60.9% are in favor, and 39.1 % were op¬ 
posed. 

The bottom line, by percentages: 

Unfamiliar with Proposition FF: 58.8% 

In favor of Proposition FF: 16.8% 

Opposed to Proposition FF: 10.8% 

Familiar, but undecided: 13.6%

Probably the busiest Si¬ 
erra Madre firefighters 
over the week were Chuck 
Moore and Sandy Solis, 
who manned the water ten¬ 
der sent to Malibu. Solis 
said that she and Moore 
were gone some 70 hours, 
a figure that she says is not 
unusual for a strike team 
detail for an engine com¬ 
pany, but was rather long 
for a water tender. It was 
her first really lengthy stay 
in eight years with the Fire 
Department. With 1,200 
other firefighters, she 
stayed in what she said 
was “pretty much like a 
tent city. Cafeteria, por¬ 
table showers, portable 
restrooms...” 

Solis said that upon 
their arrival, the fire was 
already 85% contained; 
however, given the wind, 
that 15% still posed con¬ 
siderable risks. Though 
there were flare-ups, it was 
far from a worst-case sce¬ 
nario. Again, the wind was 
considered the true danger 
factor. Most of what she 
and Moore were doing in¬ 
volved shuttle operations, 
taking water and transport¬ 
ing it to helicopters and 
hand crews, then refilling 
the water tender’s 2,200 
gallon capacity.

“ You shall not molest or oppress an alien for you were 
once aliens yourselves...” Across the centuries these 
words come to us from the Book of Exodus with as much 
meaning today as they had then.

Reach out a hand and if you meet with resentment and 
suspicion, remember that they come from places where 
they have learned not to trust. Help them trust again by 
reaching out again and again. Even a smile is a gift that 
we can give and it costs us nothing. Show them the way.
